On February l8, 1964 and March 6 , 1964, Ingram Shavitz 
waa interviewed by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of investigation (FBI) at his residence. Apartment 4 d, 172^ 

East ^nd Street, New York, New York at v/hich time he furnished 
the following information: 

He is a professional photographer, and is also known 
by the name of Burt Shavitz. He possesses United States 
Passport Number D627526, issued on August l4, 1963^ which 
reflects he was. born on May 15, 1935, in New York. He 
formerly resided with his parents on Hilltop Drive, Great 
Neck, New York. He is single. 


During the summer of 1963, h® planned a trip to 
Yugoslavia for the purpose of doing a picture story about ^ 
that country, and on the persuasion of acquaintances, decided 
after his travel plans had been formula ted, to travel to 
Poland. Primarily he v;as influenced by

few traveler restrictions for visitors. In preparation of 
this visit to Poland, he contacted a travel agency in New 
York City. This agency initiated travel arrangements and 
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the .aecuri-ug a visa from the Polish B^ihassy in Washington, D.C. 
His passport was sent to the embassy for this purpose. He 
was advised that two weeks ' time was necessary to secure a 
visa. He informed the embassy in writing specifically what 
type of pictures he wished to take and listed all the 
equipment he would have with him. They suggested that he 
apply for a professional visa ratherthan as a tourist, 
which he did. As the time was near to the date of his 
departure, and since he needed his passport to obtain a 
Yugoslav visa he contacted the embassy and requested 
expeditious handling of his request. He was advised that 
clearance had not been received for the issuance of his 
visa and, therefore, he instructed that his passport be

. returned to him. He volunteered to travel to Washington 
with his passport in the event authorization for his visa was 
received from Poland. At this time it was suggested that he 
contact the Polish Embassy in West Berlin upon his arrival 
in that city. He did as was suggested and overnight received 
a visa from the Polish Embassy in West Berlin. 

He departed for Warsaw, Poland from an airport 
located in East Berlin arriving in Warsaw late in the 
evening on Tuesday or Wednesday September 17, 19^3 or 
September 18, 1963 , although he does not recall the exact 
day or date. The date is stamped on his passport, although 
it is not legible, it appears to be September 19^ 19^3 
(Thursday) . 

He exhibited a newspaper article which had appeared 
in "The New York Times”, datelined Warsavj, September 21 
which states that Shavitz, a freelance New York photographer, 
had been "picked up” by the Polish Police, who cancelled 
his visitors visa and ordered him out of the country vrithin 
twenty-four hours. The article states he had been arrested 
in Warsaw on Wednesday with a visa good for a ten days ‘ stay 
and he had been on assignment to take photographs for a 
picture story about the Polish capital. The article 
relates that Shavitz had said the police refused to give 
any reason for cancelling the visa and the officers who 
questioned him demanded his films, but later said he could 
keep them. 


Upon arrival in Warsaw, he was delayed about one 
hour getting to a hotel because he thought he had lost his 
travelers checks. After discovering that they were not lost, 
he hired a car to drive him from th e alroort and -peg i

evening of his arrival and telephone the Marine Guard at 
the American Embassy to announce his arrival. Before 
leaving the United States, the Sunday Editor of "The 
New York ‘Times" agreed to pay him for a picture story 
about Warsaw, although he was not traveling as a representative 
of the paper. VJhen he returned to the United States, he 
was paid by the paper for pictures he submitted , although 
the picture story was never used by the paper. 

The morning after his arrival, a clerk at the 
Hotel Bristol told him that his passport did not contain 
a visa for Warsaw, but was a visa for Gdynia, Poland, and 
therefore she could not register him with the police, which 
was required of all foreign visitors. He was instructed 
to report to police headquarters personally, which he 
refused to do. He contacted the American Embassy for 
assistance, and they informed him that the hotel was 
required to register him with the police and the Embassy 
would telephone the hotel, which they did. Nevertheless, 
the hotel refused and he personally reported to the police. 

At the police station a female clerk, who spoke 
English, validated his visa for Warsaw. He spent the remainder 
of the day exchanging his money, visiting the American 
Embassy and reporting to the Central Photo Agency, Polish 
Foreign Ministry. In regard to the latter visit, he was 
told prior to leaving Berlin, that as a professional 
photographer he should report to the Foreign Ministry 
for professional assistance, however, when he did so 
they told him it was not necessary and they showed no 
interest in hisvisit., . .

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man, who was the driver, rushed him to a building, described 
to him as police headquarters, on the outskirts of Warsaw. 

The musician was not taken with them. At the headquarters 
he was questioned for about forty-five minutes about what 
he was doing in Warsaw, and he explained that he was only 
taking pictures. They told him that unfortunately they 
.had to cancel his ten day visa and instructed him to leave 
Poland within twenty-four hours. At first, they said he 
could not keep his film and took it from him, but later 
returned the film and based on a request by him said that 
since his visa was still valid for twenty-four hours, he could 
continue to take photographs. During the interrogation, 
he was told he could not contact the American Embassy. 

They took one of his address books from him, copied 
material from it and gave the book back. 

Upon his release he toldl b f ’’The New York 

Times” what had happened. I h ms leaving on a 

trip to Vienna, Austria, and agreed to take the film 
out of the country for mailing to Shavitz in New York City, 
which he did.

The following morning he visited the rehersal of 
a play and took photographs. Concerning the rehersal, he 
had been invited there by the actor he had met at the 
student center, who was a member of the cast. Later in 
the day he was informed by the assistant to the Associated 
Press representative in Warsaw that this individual was 
traveling by car to Marki, Poland, near Warsaw, for the 
purpose of photographing Cardinal Wyszynski who vras 
officiating at a church ceremony in that city. This 
individual, whose name he does not recall, and who is 
a Polish citizen, agreed to take him along on the trip. 

At the church he took about two rolls of dolor film and 
they then returned to Warsaw. He believes they were 
followed during the entire trip.

He was becoming apprehensive 
about his status in Poland, and in order to protect her 
from any difficulties with the police, he signaled her 
not to speak to him and she left. The American Embassy 
had advised him to leave Warsaw as instructed by the Polish 
authorities . 
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That evening he went to the Warsaw airport where he 
met the Associated Press representative whose name he does 
not recall. This was a prearranged meeting to verify his 
departure from the country. While passing through customs 
he was asked by a female customs inspector if his cameras 
contained film. He replied negatively, which, he said, 
was true. However, he did have about twelve rolls of film, 
two colored and about ten black and white, in a plastic bag 
located in a small pan American flight bag he was carrying. 
The customs inspector discovered the film. He was Instructed 
to enter an adjoining room i^fhere two men made a thorough 
search of all his possessions and clothing, took his 
address book for examination and confiscated his film. 
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In the meantime the plane left for Belgrade. His 
visa was to expire in about three hours . He tried to contact 
the American Embassy for assistance, but the Embassy was 
in the process of moving. He again hired a car and went 
to the new American Embassy. He thought the gate was 
locked, so he jumped over a front wall and drew the 
attention of a Marine guard who was inside. He related 
his experiences to the embassy official on duty. He 
learned that the Embassy gate was not locked; but he 
realized that he was almost panic stricken for fear of 
being arrested. The Embassy official escorted him back 
to the Hotel Bristol, where he re-registered, and then drove 
him to the student center at about 9 PM and left him there. 

After being there for about one hour he went into 
the office of the manager of the center. He had met him 
on previous visits to the center. The manager spoke 
English, having lived in England during World War II, and 
had been friendly to him. About ten minutes after 
entering the office, two men came in, identified themselves 
as police officers and took him outside the center. He 
observed that about ten men had been sent to detain him. 

They drove to the police headquarters where he had been 
taken the first time. There he was required to empty 
all contents in his pockets. 'They refused to allow him 
to contact the American Embassy. Before leaving the 
Embassy that evening he told the American official that 
in the event the official was unable to reach him the next 
morning, this official should start making appropriate 
inquiries with the Polish government. 

At the police headquarters, he was asked why he 
did not leave the country in twenty-four hours as directed. 

In explanation, he told the police that he was prevented 
from leaving on the plane by the customs officials at the 
airport who had detained him. 
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His interrogators inquired of the purpose of his 
visit to the student center. He replied that he was anxious 
to meet Polish students and students from other lands 
who frequented the center. They also inquired of the reason 
for his taking a picture of a certain man seen by him 
walking on the street. This man was dressed in odd clothing, 
apparently made of burlap. His clothing had large letters 
printed on it and he appeared to be a religious fanatic. 

He told the police he thought the man was an interesting 
subject to photograph. 

police informed him that he was not under arrest, 
but unfortunately he could not telephone the American 
Embassy and he would be required to remain at the station 
overnight in the office xvhere he was being detained. A 
woman was used as a translator. She was the same woman 
who had validated his passport at the police station the 
day after his arrival in V^arsaviT. He did not know the identity 
of his interrogators, because they never specifically 
identified themselves and never addressed each other by 
name in his presence. One of the men questioning him was 
identical to a man who appeared to be the senior man at the 
time of his first detention after having lunch with the 
musician. He described him as being about thirty-three years 
of age, 5* 10", sandy colored hair, athletic appearance, very 
well dressed and well mannered, who, spoke very limited 
English. The police explained that they were very sorry 
about inconveniencing him but there was nothing they could 
do. He X'fl’as told that the film,* taken at the airport was 
being developed. He doubted this statement because the 
black and white film could be processed in a matter of 
minutes and he did not believe that they had the technical 
equipment to process the two rolls of color, Kodak film. 
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Four hptrd wooden chairs were brought into the room i*or 
him to sleep on, a light was left on all night and one man 
remained' to watch him. There was little conversation between 
them becduse of the language barrier. 

The next morning the man left to guard him departed 
and another man took over. At about 8 AM a girl brought 
him some breakfast. The senior man returned and asked 
him the same questions as the previous evening and left 
after about fifteen minutes. He was told his film was 
still being processed. 

He was detained until about 2 PM. One man remained 
with him. He learned that this individual had been a 
student and this was his first year in his present 
employment. That afternoon he was told that arrangements 
had been made for him to leave the country. With two 
"escorts" one being the senior man again, he was escorted 
back to his hotel. They informed him that he was to 
take a plane to Krakow, Poland, where he would be allowed 
to transfer to a plane which was flying a Polish soccer 
team to Athens, Greece. At the hotel he changed his 
clothing and telephoned the American Embassy, all the time 
being in the company of the two policemen . 

An official of the Embassy arrived, believed by 
him to be the first secretary, name not recalled. The 
police officers brought him to the airport and the Embassy 
official met them there. He informed this official that 
he was not very pleased that the American authorities had not 
come to his aid that morning, as previously agreed upon by 
at least making inquiries with the Polish government. The 
official said a telephone call had been made to his hotel 
room that morning, but no answer was received. No significance 
was made of his unavailability at that hour. 
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He traveled on the plane to Krakow, Poland, arriving 
there in about forty-five minutes to one hour. The 
facilities at the airport were very limited, and actually 
appeared to be associated with the military. His visa had 
been extended prior to leaving Warsaw. However, at Krakow 
he was informed that he would not be allowed to leave on 
the plane with the soccer team, because the team was traveling 
on a chartered flight and his visa was not valid for travel 
on this type of flight. 

Prior to leaving Warsaw he was instructed by the 
American official that in the event he was unsuccessful 
in leaving Poland he should contact the Embassy. After 
some delay by Polish officials at the airport, he was 
successful in contacting the American Embassy in Warsaw. 

His instructions were to register at a local hotel and not 
to leave his hotel room for anjr reasons except for meals. 

At a local hotel he \-ja.s told there were no accommodations 
available for him. He was referred to a private home 
where he did secure a room for the night. He again 
telephoned the American Embassy to advise where he was 
staying. At this private home he met two East Germans who 
were also guests there. 

The following morning he traveled by bus to the 
airport. On the bus he made the acquaintance of an English 
businessman who agreed to contact the American Embassy in 
the event he had further trouble with the authorities. 
Arrangements were made the previous evening by local 
officials to permit him to travel on the plane to Warsaw. 

Upon arrival at the airport he was informed that there was 
no sea-^ available on the plane for him. He told the 
officials to contact higher authorities in Warsaw which 
they did, by some type of teletype system, and word 
was received in return that he should be allowed to board 
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the plane. The plane departed late in the morning due to 
a delay caused by a heavy fog. He expected to be met in 
Warsaw by both American, and Polish officials, however, 
no one Wafe there to meet him. He took a bus to the Lot 
(Polish Airlines) office, contacted the American Embassy 
and, with the same official as on the previous day, went to 
the police station. There he was instructed to register 
at a hotel where he should remain for the night and not 
to go more than fifty meters away from the hotel. 

The following morning he went to Warsaw airport 
accompanied by the American official along with one police 
officer, who was the same senior man who had questioned him 
previously. There was a great deal of activity at the 
airport that day due to the expected arrival of Walter Ulbricht 
Chairman, East German Communist Party. He was esc#|frted 
through customs by the police officer, boarded the plane 
for Belgrade, Yugoslavia, and arrived there about one hour 
later . 


He remained in Yugoslavia approximately one week, 
visiting several cities and taking numerous photographs, 
and experienced no difficulties . He then traveled to Vienna, 
Austria and Paris, Prance and returned to the United States. 

The film confiscated from him in Warsaw has never 

been returned. He has received the film mailed bv l I 

from Vienna, Austria. While in VJarsavj, at the hotel, he 
lost a tieclip which he values for sentimental reasons. 

In an effort to have both the film, vjhich had been promised 
to him, and the tieclip returned he related his problems 
to some one at the United States Mission to the United 
Nations (USMUN) who suggested that he contact the Polish 
Desk at the Department of State, Washington, D.C. Instead 
he inquired of a friend employed by the United Nations as 
to the identity of a member of the Polish United Nations 
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Delegation (FUND) who might be in a position to assist 
him. This friend referred him to a representative of the 
Polish Press at the United Nations. He telephoned this 
person, name not recalled, who suggested that he contact 
the Polish Cultural Attache in Washington, D.C. He 
made about two or three telephone calls to the Polish 
Embassy relative to his problem and may have spoken to 
more than on e person, bu t does recall speaking to (first 
name unknry tfn) r | who promised to assist him.

Since his initial contact with the USMUN he has 
also written to them without success, and he has directed 
several letters to the United States Embassy in Warsaw, 
Poland. He -peceiv^d a letter dated January 27 , 1964 from 

American Consul, Warsaw, Poland, informing 


him that the problem of his film had been discussed with 
Polish customs officials who advised he r that the c ustoms 
office had received an inquiry from Mr . | l of the 

Polish Embassy, Washington, D.C. to which they had not as 
yet replied, because a decision on the disposition of the 
film had not been reached by appropriate officials. She 
expect ed a deci sion in the near future. In her letter 
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to him j [ further stated that no further official 

information had been received regarding the reason for his 
explusion from Poland, but the reasons were probably the 
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same which had been discussed wit h him info rmally at the 
Embassy in Warsaw. At the Embassy ) ~| told him that 

the Polish police probably just did det the pictures he 
had taken of civilians Informally going about their daily 
tasks in Warsaw. Also, it may have been that the Polish 
Embassy in West Berlin made a mistake in issuing him a 
visa and it took several days to discover the error. 


To date he has not recovered his film, which he 
wants for no other reason, 'than the Investment involved 
and is continuing his correspondence with the American 
Embassy in Warsaw in this regard. 

During each interrogation in W^arsaw, the police 
actually questioned him for only a few minutes and their 
only concern seemed to be his photographs . He was never 
charged officially or otherwise of violating the law. 

He was not accused of being in Poland for any sub rosa 
purpose. No Polish officials in the United States have 
contacted him since his return to this country. When 
interviewed in Poland, he did not believe his interrogators 
were interested in recruiting him for an intelligence 
purpose. No overtones were made in this regard. 

As "The New York Times" does not wish to publish 
a picture story on Warsaw, using his photographs, he made 
these pictures available to Fix Incorporated, a photographic 
agency with which he is associated. This agency received ' 
a request from the Department of State for these pictures 
based on information concerning them which had been mentioned ' 
in a news letter mailed by the agency. The pictures were 
sent to that department, the reason for their Interest being 
unknown to him, and since then have been returned to the 
agency.
